BRANDS 

 

Make brands from pipe cleaners.  Dip in paint and brand paper. 

 

 

VESTS 

 

 Use a brown paper bag to make 

vests.  Cut down front of bag 

forming V shape at top for neck.  

Cut armholes.  Paint. 

 

 

 

 

 

BLUEBONNET ART 

Pop popcorn and shake in a bag with blue powdered tempera paint. Glue the 

“bluebonnets” onto light blue construction paper and add the stems and leaves with a 

marker or crayon. Add white popcorn to the top of the flower. 

 

 

WILD WEST CACTUS 

 

 

1. Use gallon plastic milk jugs, broom handle, pipe cleaners, tissue 

flowers, and sand-filled pot. 

2. Paint jugs green. 

3. Cut an "X" in bottom of each jug. 

4. Push broom handle through 1st jug into sand. 

5. Add other jugs, alternating upside-down and right-side up. 

6. Poke white pipe cleaners into jugs for spines. 

7. Add tissue flowers. 

8. (You can tie or tape two 1/2 gallon jugs to part to form arms of 

cactus.) 
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PEBBLY ARMADILLO ARMBAND 

 

1. Cut a piece if cardboard tube lengthwise. For the body, cut off a 1 1/2 inch long 

section 

2. To form legs, cut out a triangle from each end (where the circle was joined) 

3. From the scrap cardboard, cut out a tail and head with ears. Glue them onto the body. 

Turn up the ears. Paint the armadillo grey. 

4. Collect pebbles. Use tacky craft glue to attach pebbles to the armadillo. Set it around 

another tube while it dries. 

TEXAS BLUEBONNETS 

 

Thread 2 dark blue tri-beads on a pipe cleaner. Follow with 2 light blue, then 2 white. 

Leave a small length of pipe cleaner uncovered at the top to serve as the tip of the flower. 

Fold it down a little to secure beads. Wrap the stem of the artificial leaf around the pipe 

cleaner. Wrap with floral tape to secure in place glue a pin back onto the stem.

Have a stick-horse rodeo. Use stick-horses (or brooms) & run races. Do a barrel race,

LIVE STOCK SHOW  

Have children bring in their favorite stuffed animal and show it off to the class. Make sure 

there are ribbons for everyone. 
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WAGONS HO! 
 

You can turn a rectangular table into a covered wagon. Set the 

table upside down on the floor. Attach large pieces of 

cardboard on the top, bending into a rounded shape as you 

go. Paint. Add cardboard wheels. 
 

PONY CHAIR 

 

Use 1 large yellow balloon and 2 small balloons to make a horse head. 

Use permanent marker to draw on eyes, nose, mouth, and bridle. Attach to 

back of chair. Make tail with long strands of yarn and hang off seat of 

chair. Let kids sit backwards on chair and “ride” the pony. 

 

GAMES 
BRAND RELAY 
 

Make a homemade brand from pipe cleaners. Have kids run a relay race. Run to a pan of 

white powder, dip brand, run back and brand a stuffed animal, pass brand to next in line.

SNACK 
 

COW CHIP COOKIES - Makes 4 dozen  

 

2 cups sugar  

5 Tbl. unsweetened cocoa  

1/2 c. milk 

1/2 c. butter(1 stick) 

1/2 c chunky peanut butter 

1 tsp. vanilla extract 

3 cups quick-cooking oats  

Cover baking sheet with wax paper & set aside. Combine sugar & cocoa in a large 

saucepan. Stir in milk, butter, & peanut butter. Cook & stir over medium heat until butter 

melts & mixture is combined, about 5 to 10 minutes. Turn the heat off, stir in vanilla, oats, 

& nuts, & mix thoroughly. Take a teaspoon & scoop out a spoonful of the mixture: drop 

the spoonful onto the waxed paper-covered baking sheet. Repeat with the rest of the 

mixture. Place in the refrigerator until the cookies are cooled & set.  

Caution: Be sure to remove the mixture of milk, butter & peanut butter from the heat 

before you add the oats & nuts; this will prevent the mixture from burning & will allow the 

mixture to start cooling so you can safely spoon it out.  

 

TASTY TUMBLEWEEDS  

Ingredients for one snack: 

1 T. peanut butter  1 T. honey 

2 T. powdered milk  2-3 T. shredded wheat 

small paper cup  craft stick 

sheet of waxed paper 
 

Wash hands. Use the craft stick to mix together the peanut butter and honey in a small 

paper cup. Add powdered milk little by little until the dough is no longer sticky. Turn the 

dough onto a sheet of waxed paper; then roll the dough into a ball. Sprinkle shredded 

wheat onto waxed paper. Roll the dough in the wheat.

INGREDIENTS 

 

1 box cake mix  Chocolate 

frosting 

Vanilla frosting  1 oz. 

unsweetened baking chocolate 

2 c. flaked coconut 1 marshmallow (cut in 

half) 

1 chocolate chip 1 gumdrop 

3 red licorice twists 1 red licorice whip 
 

1. Prepare cake in a 9" x 13" pan. 

2. Cool completely 

3. Freeze 45 minutes (will help you cut it!) 

4. Trace pattern onto wax paper and cut out.  

5. Assemble pattern on top of cake. 

6. Using long knife, cut cake into sections following pattern. 

7. Assemble cake. (you will have to flip front of head to make 

it face correctly) 

8. Frost connecting sections with chocolate frosting 

9. Frost top and sides of chocolate sections with frosting. 

10. Melt unsweetened chocolate in double boiler or microwave. 

11. Stir coconut and chocolate in bowl. 

12. Sprinkle coconut over chocolate sections of cake, gently pressing coconut into cake. 

13. Frost white sections of cake, making broad strokes with knife to form mane. 

14. Cut licorice twists to make bridle. 

15. Push marshmallow half into head to create eye. 

15. Place chocolate chip into center of eye using dab of frosting to secure. 

17. Press piece of licorice whip into head to create mouth 

18. Press gumdrop into nose to form nostril.

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TEXAS LONGHORN BANK 

 

Materials: 

Brown, yellow, white, and black construction paper 

12 oz. juice can  Poster board 

Ruler   scissors 

Black marker  Glue 

paper punch 

 

1. Cut 5 x 9 inch rectangle from brown construction paper.  

Glue around juice can.  Trace the Lid pattern (Fig 1) onto poster 

board and cut out.  Cut a slit in it for money.  Glue it on top of 

can.  Turn can upside down for a while to hold the lid on until glue dries. 

2. Use patterns to trace and cut out yellow horns, two brown ears, two brown feet, 

and two white eyes.  Use paper punch to make two black eyeballs and nostrils. 

3. Glue horns to top of body.  Use black marker to draw the head in a long U shape 

from one horn to the other.  Glue on the ears, eyes, and eyeballs and nostrils.  

Draw a mouth. 

4. Color tips of feet black and glue on. 

5. Cut out brown tail 4 x 1/4 inches.  Fringe 

on one end and glue it to back of bank. 
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HORSE STRAW 

 

 

1. Cut one horse for each child from card stock. 

2. Color horse. 

3. Cut slit in mouth to make opening for straw.
